Court tells cable TV it 
must carry local channels 


WASHINGTON — The government, 
can force cable television systems to' 
carry local broadcast stations, the 
Supreme Court said Monday. 

" The decision could serve as a stay of 
execution for small, independent chan- 
nels. 

Hie 5-4 ruling rejected cable compa- 
nies* argument that a 1992 federal "must 
carry” law violates their free-speech 
rights by forcing them to carry stations 
they would rather drop. 

The justices said the measure is a law- 
ful effort to preserve broadcast televi- 
sion and ensure public access to informa- 


tion from a variety of sources. 

More than 60 percent of American 
households subscribe to cable : TV.' The 
deHsion mfians those customers will con- 
tinue to receive local broadcast stations 
on their cable systems. 

^ “Broadcast television is an important 
source of information to many 
Americans," Justice Anthony M.

‘Carly Lehrer is a sixth-grader in 
Washington’, D.C. She is also a Wall 
Street investor. 

Since last November, tho 11 ypar old 
and her parents have been .adding 
monthly to.Carly’s stake in the Young 
Investors Fund, a mutual fund managed 
by Stein Roc & Famham Inc., a Chicago 
investment-management firm. 

“I-like to save up my money, and 
putting it In a piggy bank is good bQt'it- 
doesn’t, like, grow or anything,” Carly 
said. "Putting it in banks, you do earn 
interest, but it takes a long time, and you 
don’t get as much in interest as you do in 
a mutual fund." The object behind . 
Carly’s investment is saving for college. 

Her parents discovered the mutual 
fund, which is mimed at young investors 
and includes stocks in companies such as 
Coca-Cola, Microsoft and Mattel.
